morning and since then gas has 
been flowing at high pressure. 
Oil, which is said to be of high 
| grade, is being carried to the sur- 
|face in small quantities with the 


| gas. 

When, the well “blew ifn” this 
morning in the presence of a large 
crowd of oll men and _ interested 
spectators, there was 1,500 foet of 
drill stem in the hole, Mud was 
sprayed over the area immediately 
surrounding the well. In the afler- 
lnoon the drill stem was removed 


from the hole and the control head 
was put on. 

The flow was struck at a depth of 
1776 feet in what has been christen- 
ed the Williams sands. At the bot- 
tom of the hole 50 feet of perforated 


casing has been put in place. The 
flow is now under control 

Dave Credille, who has been in 
charge of the drilling operations, 


states that the gaa is the best that hoe 
has yet seen in Alberta It has a 
strong odor of petroleum. 

R. E, Williams, Managing Direst- 
or of the Company, made the follow- 
ing statement last night: 

“The well wae brought in this 
morning at a depth of 1775 feet. 
There is a strong ges preseure and 
a heavy flow of gas with which thero 
is oil. lam not prepared to estimate 
‘the quantity of ol]. The gas will be 
allowed to blow today and possibly 
longer to allow the well to clear out 
when it {s probable the flow of ol! 
will increase.”

Necklines are 
more interesting 
this season than 
they have been 
since the long- 
used bateau or 
boat neckline 
came into fash- 
ion and lingered 
there. It is still 
seen, but is more 
used in daytime 
frocks than those 
for evening. Eve- 
ning gowns are cut 
lower than they 
were last season, 
and those for very 
formal wear often 
show a V slit in 
the back which 
reaches down to 
the waistline. 

I have .just fin- 
ished a lovely pink 
velvet evening 
gown for a pretty young brunette. The 
frock is a straight sheath, finished at the 
hem with an ostrich border which shades 
from pink to deep coral. The neck is 
rounded at the front and slopes to a 
deep V at the back. From either 
shoulder there is a silver ribbon and 
these meet beneath the V, tying in a 
loose knot and allowing their long ends 
to fall almost to the hem of the frock in 
the back. 

The Egyptian, Japanese and Chinese 
influence is apparent in evening gowns 
of gorgeous fabrics, embroidered in 
colorful designs which derive their in- 
fluence from the countries mentioned. 
Because of the ricit fabrics, the clothes 
are quite straight of line and unencum- 
bered by intricate cuts. 

There is a lovely model of hand-woven 
material, with an interesting design of 
gold and copper threads woven into a 
rather heavy cream cloth. This dress 
is plain with its armholes cut into deep 
V’s which extend down to the waistline 
at either side and have the spaces filled 
up with crossing gold and silver threads 
that reveal glimpses of: the bare skin 
beneath. 

The French are using much gold and 
silver in fabrics for both daytime and 
evening. Cloth frocks siow shimmering 
touciics of metal threads. An interest- 
ing exaniple of the vogue for evening is 
seen in a dress of igte silk, with a bold, plaid 
design worked in gold and silver stitching. The 
frock is perfectly straight cut, with a chic little 
apron dropping over skirt in front. And, 
ef course, a dress of such gorgeous material 
needs no other trimming. 

When the dress material for evening is thin, 
such as chiffon or crepe, or even lace, the 
foundation slip is always flesh colored. I also 
find that a flesh slip worn under a white velvet 
evening gown gives the velvet a soft glow and 
entirely takes away the grayish lec« *+at detracts 


from the charm of all-white velvet, Black over 
flesh is also much used by thé French.
